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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT OF SCHOOLS. 


In reporting the schools of our town for the past year we 
must not depend upon hearsay, but write of them simply as we 
found them. Some of our visits were expected and public exam- 
inations held; at others the day of our coming was not previously 
known and _ so the regular school work was not interfered with, 
but in all we found much to interest us. Not a dull hour was 
passed in the 30 visits made during the whole school year. 

The Fabyan school was ‘taught by Miss Sophronia T. Rose- 
_ brook of this town. Her instruction throughout the year was 
_ satisfactory and the discipline good. Miss Rosebrook’s general 
exercise, combining useful information and gems of beautiful 
thought, was the best we heard in town, and being thoroughly 
committed and clearly answered gave listening visitors much 
pleasure. ‘This school numbered 30 pupils, half of whom were 
on the Roll of Honor. 

Miss E. L. Little of Nashua and Miss E. A. Glines of this 
town taught the Zealand school through the year with profit and 
pleasure to their pupils. Miss Little, who is an old favorite here, 
taught the first twelve weeks. Miss Glines gave excellent satis- 
faction and put in seven weeks of hard, fundamental work. The 
singing in this school, under Miss Little’s tuition, was the best of 
any school intown. Both teachers liked their work and _ their 
pupils, and the latter loved them. Surely, then, did they did not 
possess the ‘‘magic key ?” 

The Pine Grove school was taught the entire year by Miss 
Lillian Marden of Whitefield. We were greatly pleased with its 
progress ; in fact, we were not prepared for its great improvement, 
especially in grammar, since our previous visit. ‘The school- 
room was neat and order good. We were sorry to hear no exer- 
cises in hygiene. There are two young ladies in this school who 
bid fair to make excellent teachers in the near future. 
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The Cherry Mountain school was taught, the first term by 
Miss Katherine Keefe of Massachusetts, whose education was ex- 
cellent but who lacked so sadly in discipline that the school went 
backward rather than forward. The second termof 12 weeks 
was taught by Miss Fannie M. Rosebrook of this town, who had 
good success and brought the pupils well into line, and improve- 
ment showed itself in every recitation. The general exercise 
drill was remarkably good. i 

The Applebee district school had for its teacher through the 
year Miss Ina E. Winthrop of Whitefield, the same as last year, 
which is a sure proof that she gave satisfaction. This school, as 
we have often remarked before, is so small and so far away from 
any other school that it might visit and ‘‘comipare notes,” that it 
- has often seemed to us its usefulness must be impaired; but the 
children there must be educated, and we are glad to note 
advancement from term to term, and great respect arid obedience 
is always shown there to the teacher. 


The Town House school through the year was in charge of — 


Miss Stella King of Whitefield, und Prov. xxxi. 26, applies to 
her instruction perfectly. The reading, geography and history 
classes were especially good. There are pupils in this school, 
both boys and girls, who should soon come to the front as teachers, 
for they have had good advantages and wisely improved them. 


We were sorry not to hear a drill in hygiene. ‘There were many — 


little elements of kindness and politeness in this school which 
were very charming to see : 

The Twin Mountain school, under the usual thorough direction 
of Mrs. S. Maria Little, finished a year of good, practical, hard 
work. We make special mention of the classes in grammar; 
book-keeping, arithmetic arid algebra. Five young ladies of this 
school we consider amply qualified to enter, this year, the ranks 
of teachers, not including those already started in that work. 


And there is a much larger class to step in ere many years, if 


they continue in the same bright, ambitious way. Within the last 
year this school has given two excellent entertainments, thereby 
procuring a handsome flag, a large wall-clock and various toilet 


articles, besides extra literary work on the Fourth of July, all 
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being done entirely outside their school work. Mrs. Little firmly 
impressed upon the minds of her flock the evil effects of alcohol 
and tobacco fully wp to the requirements of the law. If there is 
one study more than another with which we suggest a closer 
acquaintance it is that of our own state. We are glad to know 
that a text-bvuok on New Hampshire is doubtless soon to be intro- 
duced. Pupils should be able to compare their own State with 
others in regard to age, size, products, resources, government, 
railroads, etc. We also hope ere long to see the starry banner 
floating over every school building in town. 

We confess to a good deal of pride in our schools and _ their 
advancement during the last five years.  _Perfection’must not be 
expected. Angel teachers are rare, and for that matter, angel 
pupils also, but good, smart, earthly teachers for bright, earthly 
boys and girls are plenty good enough for the present, and such, 
we believe, this town possesses. 

We return our warmest thanks to those teachers, scholars and 
parents, from whom we have received so much kindness and 
encouragement, and though we may not meet again in the same 
capacity we shall always have a lively interest in the education 
of every child in the schools of Carroll,
